The Election 


In an attempt to provide a continuing narrative thread 
as it were between these volumes, it has been the custom for 
many years now in preparing the Annual Report of the Com- 
pany to relate the closing of the old Administration with the 
opening of the new one, and to set down briefly the highlights 
of the passing year in terms of their impact not only upon 
the Ancients, but also as these events bear upon the common 
good of all the citizens of our country. 


Captain Dillon’s regime was a highly successful one. He 
had a gift for organization, for getting things done easily and 
well, and these talents were reflected time and again during 
his Captainship. These qualities reinforced by an easy way 
with people made him an efficient leader so that he maintained 
in the fullest sense of the word the high standards of his pre- 
decessors. His untimely death so soon after he had completed 
his term of office was a shock to every member of the Company. 
“Andy” Dillon held a niche in all our hearts, because his own 
heart was filled with love for his fellow-man. Too soon was our 
beloved friend and Comrade called from our midst. His mem- 
ory will long be with us. May he rest im peace. 
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And now for a brief look at the world about us. Someone 
has said that we stand for a moment on the stage and Time 
marches past us. How true this is. We are always in the pres- 
ent. Yesterday is history. Tomorrow may never come. We know 
that of the moment the COLD WAR continues with unabated 
fury. In all probability future historians (provided the future 
becomes a reality) will record the Twentieth Century as being 
second in importance only to the First Century (which wit- 


nessed the birth and death of Christ) in its overall impact up- 
on mankind. 


The effect of Christ’s life upon earth has been manifested 
in all the intervening centuries; but today Communistic ideol- 
ogy which denies the existence of God is making such rapid 
headway as to threaten the collapse of Christian ideology and 
its resultant civilization. Apropos of this point there is a strong 
parallelism between America’s position today and that of the 
Roman Empire in the fifth century. The Roman Empire rotting 
from within, because its culture had become more and more 
sensual, and encircled without by barbarians, was finally plun- 


dered in 410 and the proud world of the Caesars came to 
an end. 


The frightening counterpart of this parallelism is seen to- 
day in our own culture rotting, too, in a plethora of materi- 
alism and delight in sensual pleasure so that the strength of 
our heritage has been dissipated. What thinking person will 
deny that ruthless leaders of Communistic inspired nations 
are isolating us; in effect, forging a ring of hate around us, 
and unless, in the words of President Kennedy in his Inaugural 
Address, we ask ourselves the soul searching question, “What 
can I do for my country?” rather than posing the selfish 
query of materialism, “What can my country do for me?” then 
indeed, the days of America and the free world are numbered. 


Who can say with authority that atomic weapons in the 
hands of Chinese or African nationals, without the restraints 
of their sub-cultures, will not only destroy at one fell swoop 
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our present day culture, but at the same time will make the 
whole world uninhabitable for mankind — whether he be civ- 
ilized or savage being beside the point. 


In support of this thesis only one argument is necessary, 
because it illustrates the matter under discussion with such 
perfect fitness. The proof is not one of words. It is a picture. 

t is the leader of the Soviet Republic sitting at the United 
Nations Conference Table taking off his shoe and beating it 
like a savage on the desk in front of him to the accompaniment 
of his raucous, shouting voice. We need no Daniel as Baltasar, 
the son of the Chaldean King Nebuchodonozar, did to interpret 
for us the handwriting on the wall. But why do we turn our 
heads away, and refuse to read what is so unmistakably clear? 


Reliable evidence indicates that within four years China 
will have nuclear war heads. Does any sane person doubt that 
she will hesitate to use them? Can any thinking person, even 
for one moment, indulge in the sophistry, that the white man 
is not being driven out of Africa? Remember, not being asked 
io leave; but driven out. Around the world three out of every 
five babies born is being born in a Communistic country. These 
jacts need no commentary. They require only reflection. 


Our beloved country beset as she is with world problems, 
and committed to grave responsibilities in terms of allied na- 
tions beyond our borders, unfortunately has her full quota of 
internal headaches, too. The flow of gold from our stockpile 
to countries elsewhere in the world threatens to devaluate our 
dollar. While every effort is being made by the Government to 
stabilize the dollar, American capital continues to search for 
cheap labor. And it is not found in America; but outside of 
the United States. So gold, or capital, like a river touched by 
a magic wand, continues to flow from America to lands outside 
of America. 


Cheap as European labor is, Japanese labor is cheaper 
still. We have presently a million automobiles unsold in this

country with heavy unemployment in Detroit and elsewhere, 
and like it or not, the base of our economy is the automotive 
industry. Could we sell our cars to the consumer public at 
lower prices? Of course. But what happens then to wages? What 
happens to every business if we diminish the amount of money 
in circulation? Is built-in obsolescence in your car, in your re- 
frigerator, and your vacuum cleaner an evil which is a SINE 
QUA NON to our economy? You wonder. The railroads from 
the Kast Coast across the plains and to the Pacific are in diffi- 
culty; some of them in bankruptcy. The automobile and the 
airplane, snajor contributing factors in the demise of what was 
once the greatest railway system in the world, have underscored 
the continuing necessity for the maintenance of the kind of 
transportation which is best supplied by railroads. In turn, 
the people unwilling to think except within the perspective of 
an Hedonistic present have contributed, as well as created, a 
public apathy toward these problems which is tragic, because 
the burdens which they are unwilling to assume today, will on 
another day surely fall upon the shoulders of their children. 


There are no easy answers to these internal questions. 
Even if you wanted to, you cannot give glib replies to such 
weighty problems. Should higher protective tariffs be put on 
foreign cars? Should cameras and other imports from Japan 
be barred by a high wall of tariff? 

Or should there be no tariff, and have the garment workers 
of America simply refuse to work on Japanese manufactured 
cloth? If we hinder trade, or stop trade, we force the nations 
affected to do business with our enemy, the Communistic coun- 
tries. Japan presently might be considered an island that we 
have in the heart of Asia. Shall we forfeit it? Risky business 
this. Clearly Japan will never again challenge in arms Russia. 
Nor will she overcome China’s avowed intent of conquering all 
Asia. What to do? Presently our position in Japan is a de- 
teriorating one. President Eisenhower had to cancel his visit 
to that country because of Communistic maneuvering of the 
Japanese public. For all that, Japan (along with Formosa), 
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is our only’ hope in the Far East. On the other hand, Japanese 
imports are exerting a deleterious effect upon our domestic 
economy. Where is the answer? We are in the uncomfortable 
situation of holding a tiger by the tail. We cannot let go; 
neither are we happy about holding on. 


Nor are we happy about figures released by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. One murder every hour around the 
clock. One and one-half million serious crimes against persons 
or property in 1959. The number of juveniles of both sexes 
involved with the law has doubled since 1948. The increase in 
sex deviates and crimes involving sex is appalling. Graft and 
corruption in high office is no longer startling news in our 
daily press. It might be called a regular feature. The question 
is. Who is next? And the public merely shrugs its indifference. 
How far are we really from Rome’s position when the Empire 
was destroyed in 410 A.D.? The answer is. Not far. The par- 
allelism has the foree of two strong links in a heavy chain. 


Unemployment plagues us. And the problem has as many 
facets as a diamond. Modern science has reduced infant mor- 
tality almost to zero, and population figures are sky-rocket- 
ing to new highs. At the same time automation is lessening 
job opportunities, and increased longevity is giving us a new 
type of citizen, the so-called “Senior Citizen.’ What to do 
with him is a problem in its own right. Schools are inadequate 
to house the moppets crowding the doors. The teaching pro- 
fession has a new status. Because there are not enough a- 
round, teachers are like precious jewels, and school systems 
vie with one another to hire them. At long last, the teachers 
are getting a decent wage. The same short supply exists in 
the medical profession, because today emphasis is upon Sci- 
ence and practically everybody who can read and write wants 
to be some sort of a scientific technician. Perhaps by 1980, 
if not before that, we will have gone full circle, and thereby be 
forced to re-evaluate our position, because short as physicians 
are now, by that time with our continued surging population

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growth and emphasis upon training scientists, there simply 
will not be enough doctors to adequately serve the people. Then 
the scientists, if they are not on the moon, or on some more 
distant planet, will be forced to remove their own gall bladders 
—or die in the attempt. 


In general, there is much talk about the Federal Govern- 
ment ursurping State Rights. The reference in this instance 
is not to Segregation versus Desegregation; but rather to the 
areas of Health, Education, and Welfare. Any consideration 
of these problems brings us face to face with Socialized Medi- 
cine, Federal Aid to Education, and to care of the Aged. 
These are not academic questions, opinion is sharply divided. 
The issues cannot be swept under the rug. They ery out for 
solution. The President and Congress, the various state gov- 
ernments, and local governing boards from coast to coast, are 
ali concerned; all trying to find a magic formula that will give 
the right answers. 


Of course at the root of these matters, regardless of the 
level of consideration, is a three-letter word: Tax. Clearly 
the government, local, state, and federal, gets the money it 
spends from the people, and this money is obtained by taxa- 
tion in one form or another. Some of these taxes are hidden; 
some are open. How much more taxation can we stand? One 
of the biggest industrial states in this Union is already bank- 
rupt. Is our form of Government becoming benign Socialism 
under the pseudonym of Democracy? Is the philosophy of the 
Welfare State, the Give-away Program, or Santa Claus in a 
Star Spangled Banner Uniform really for the best interests 
of our people? Or is it a sign, a weather vane, as it were, mere- 
ly emphasizing the close parallelism between the United States 
in the 1960’s and the Roman Empire just prior to its fall 
in 410 A.D.? To attempt to answer these questions in any 
detail would make this editorial too long. It is sufficient for 
us to be aware of the plainly marked trends. To be forewarned 
is to be forearmed. At least it is for the intelligent man. 
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Before closing this piece, we should look, if only for a mo- 
ment, upon our fair city of Boston. In a contagious movement 
sweeping the older cities of our country (indeed, urban renew- 
al is not only desirable; but long over-due, because the United 
States is primarily a nation of cities) DAME BOSTON is hav- 
ing her face lifted. She is in the midst of a tremendous rchabil- 
itation program. We have under way an “Under-the-Common- 
Garage”. We have the 150 million dollar Prudential Center 
(Incidentally to be the largest Center of this kind in the world), 
the Inner Belt Highway, the huge Governmental Center in the 
Scollay Square area, the Industrialization of the South End, 
and the privately planned Housing Project in the West End. 


The best part of this whole facc-lifting program is thal 
Boston’s over-all uniqueness, that indefinable something which 
makes Boston unlike any other city in the country, is goiny 
to be preserved. Her historic shrines, her rich traditions, her 
culture. All of these make Boston, not only the home of the 
bean and the cod, but the home of the Ancients, too, and we 
love our fair city, and are grateful indeed to the “experts” 
and “city planners” for assuring us that the new Boston will 


retain the essence of Old Boston.

Carratn Ditton: Responding to that will be Group Cap- 
tain G. H. Pirie, C.B.E., J.P., the Worshipful the Mayor of 
Westminster.

Tur Mayor Or Wesruinster: Captain Dillon, your Ex- 
cellency, your Excellency the Lieutenant-Governor of Massa- 
chusetts, your Honour the Mayor of Boston, members of the 
Ancient and Honorable Company of Artillery, members of 
the Honourable Company of Artillery, Gentlemen: It is with 
very great trepidation that I reply to this Toast, because 
your Commanding Officer has spoken of rebels, and I regret 
(but not really) to say that I must be classified as a rebel, 
albeit that I am greatly supported by the presence at the same 
table of General Moore and General Ives, who are also, like 
myself, confirmed rebels and who, I am sure, would agree that 
their service, like the Royal Air Force, is junior only in length 
of service. 


The City of Westminster has a very close association with 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts; indeed, it is our very 
great pride that there is only one Westminster in the United 
States of America and that is the town of Westminster in 
Massachusetts, which, as you all know this year celebrated its 
200th anniversary. So it is all the more pleasing for me to 
be able to say welcome to everyone, every member of the Ancient 
and Honorable Company of Artillery from Massachusetts, to 
the City of Westminster of which they have a counterpart 
(albeit smaller) in their own Commonwealth. 

Personally I have an association with Boston, if only be- 


cause every person who has been at Cranwell (which is the 
West Point of the Royal Air Force) has flown over, or near, 
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or, failing that, has visited the pubs of Boston, Lincolnshire 
(Laughter; applause], and on that score my only regret is to 
have learned from his Worship the Mayor of Boston, Lincoln- 
shire, who is here this evening, that the “White Horse”? which 
was the pub patronised by the majority of us, is now no long- 
cr. [Laughter; cries of “Shame’’] 


But to return to a more serious vein, to the Toast which 
Captain Dillon has proposed: the British Commonwealth of Na- 
tions. Here again, Westminster is closely associated because 
that Commonwealth of Nations owes its being to the Statute 
of Westminster — Westminster, the heart of this country. The 
British Commonwealth means a tremendous amount, means ev- 
crything to the members of that Commonwealth, but we are 
all terribly proud to be associated at work and in play with 
that great English-speaking nation across the Atlantic to 
whom we owe so much. 


Gentlemen, thank you very much indeed for the Toast and 
the wonderful way in which you have received it.

Ansurant MacLrop: The fourth regular Toast of the 
evening, the United States of America. May our glorious flag 
always wave over a happy, free and prosperous nation.

Carrats Ditton: Gentlemen, responding to this Toast is 
a man of many accomplishments, and I think his greatest is 
when he came into our beautiful State and took from our gar- 
den our loveliest plant, our greatest rose. I refer to the lovely, 
gracious Mrs. Hay Whitney. I am happy to present to respond 
to our Toast the United States Ambassador to Great Britain, 
the Honourable John Hay Whitney. 


Tice Hon. Joun Hay Wuirney: Captain Dillon, mem- 
bers of the Company and (I am afraid I will have to conclude 
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the rest of this by) distinguished guests. I was not quite as up 
on the formal protocol as to include any names and titles of 
those of you whom I should probably honour by other than 
that all-embracing but yet very distinguishing appellation of 
“distinguished guests”. 

I am sorry that this is a stag affair in one way, because 
I would have liked very much to have been enabled to present 
my wife to you here this evening. She comes originally from 
a Southern State, not to be mentioned in this only slightly re- 
bellious community; prior to that from the heart of the Mid- 
West and via Massachusetts only really on the way, but you 
would be proud of her, all of you, as a New Englander or as 
a Mid-Westerner or as a Southerner, and she is delighted, I 
am sure, that you have accepted her, Captain Dillon, as a 


favourite daughter. [Applause | 
Now, during my tenure here in London in Great Britain, 
I have had many opportunities — happy ones — to respond 


to the Toast to the United States. I would say that most, if 
not all these, have been proposed by a representative of a for- 
eign country, and of course a great many from a somewhat 
less foreign country, that to which I am accredited [Laugh- 
ter]; but I can say that I have never had more pleasure in 
acknowledging this Toast as given to-night by an American. 
I think it need not be said in this company, Captain Dillon and 
to all our friends gathered here to-night, how welcome you are 
— somewhat unlike a person to whom I will refer for a mo- 
ment. A man went to visit his vet bringing with him his ‘dawg’ 
— you see, I still say ‘dawg’. [Laughter]. This is a charming 
little animal, bushy-tailed and eager-eyed, and full of health 
and vitality and charm. The man goes into the office of his 
vet and says to his vet, “I have a mission for you to perform; 
I want you to cut off my little dog’s tail”. The vet says, “This 
is the most extraordinary request I have ever heard. Why — 
a healthy charming attractive young beast with a furry tail 
that seems to be the embodiment of his charm and beauty”. 
“Well”, says the man, “let’s not have any more of that. My 
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instructions are: cut off his tail, all of it”, and the vet says, 
“Well, would you kindly do me one favour: explain why you 
want to do this crime, which I consider a crime?” “Well, all 
right”, he said, “I will. My mother-in-law is coming to stay 
with us next week and I want there to be no possible chance 
in the house of any welcome whatsoever”. [Laughter] 
Now I know, from what I have heard about the great 
events in the other Boston, of the great welcome that the Com- 
pany received, and obviously as the inheritors of the original 
Honourable Artillery Company of London, you will have had 
the welcome which obviously is deserved, because I know so 
well from my experience the wonderful hospitality, the won- 
derful kindness shown to all of my countrymen who come to 
visit here, and particularly, I think, those who come from 
New England, whose quaint customs their ancestors are largely 
responsible for. [Laughter]. Being myself a native of the State 
of Maine, I can possibly be allowed that crack. And so, as a 
fellow New Englander, I would like to join Old England in con- 
gratulating you, Captain Dillon and your men, for the imagin- 
ative and significant tour you have undertaken, and we are de- 
lighted that you have chosen Great Britain as your first stop. 
[Applause] 
I will not here to-night ring the changes any further on 
the subject which I like to address myself to every time that 
I am given an opportunity so to do, because I know that every- 
one here, and particularly our British friends, would agree 
that in such visits as these, such traditional gatherings are 
the ties that serve to bind still more closely and more firmly 
the alliance which we all so greatly believe in and know to be 
most important for us and for all of the free world. [Hear, 
hear]. I think, therefore, that your next stop in Munich, in 
Germany, is itself of great significance and so, in responding 
to this Toast, I do myself want to thank you for the way in 
which my response has been received, and wish you all God 
speed! [Applause] 
Cartan Dititon: Thank you, Mr. Ambassador. 
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The Fifth Regular Toast 
Apsutanr MacLxop: My comrades, the fifth regular 
Toast of the evening, the Corporation of the City of London. 
Venerable in age and rugged in integrity, that is London. 


THE Corporation or THE Crry or Loxpon 
Cartawy Ditton: Responding to the Toast, the City of 
London, this next gentleman went to Boston in 1903 and 1938. 
He was the Lord Mayor during our last trip in 1954. I am 
happy to present Alderman Sir Frank Newsom Smith. 
[Appiause ] 
Sir Frank Newsom Sara: Captain Dillon, your Eix- 
celleney, your Worship, members of the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company of Boston, and gentlemen — the last 
includes everybody! To me it is a great privilege to reply to 
this Toast on behalf of the Lord Mayor of London. I may 
tell you that the Lord Mayor of London is as sorry that he 
cannot be here as we are that he is unable to be with us. The 
Aldermen of the City of London, who are appointed for life, 
have a very close association with the Honourable Artillery 
Company of London. They are all members of the Court of 
Assistants, they take a tremendous interest in all our doings 
and they take a great interest in your being over here today. 
I may tell you one thing: I think nearly 200 years ago 
there was just a little bit of trouble between the Colonists 
over in the United States — America, as it was — over some 
tea which I think was spilt into Boston harbour. In all that 
dispute I would like to tell you this, that the Aldermen of the 
City of London favoured your cause and fought for it as hard 
as they could against the King here. They thought you were 
right and we still think you were right. [Applause] 
Captain Dillon, you have told us that Colonel Roberts 
and, I think, Major-General Moore were really the only two 
rebels here. I can tell you that you are wrong, because I just 
happen to be an Honorary Deputy Sheriff of Wycross, Geo- 
tel States. [Cheers and Applause]. So I claim to be 
a rebel. 
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Captain Dillon, you know there are many amusing things 
or interesting things that happen to a Lord Mayor of Lon- 
don. May I tell you just two of them? On one occasion I was 
visiting and looking over a mental hospital, a lunatic asylum. 
After I had seen all over it, they asked me to go into the great 
hall and say a few words to the staff and some of the patients. 
I got on to the little dais. I had been talking for about two 
minutes. Then one of the patients, who was sitting down just 
where you are, Jack, got up and he proceeded to walk out of 
the gangway to the door at the end of the hall. He got half 
way out and he shouted out, “I have never heard such a lot of 
rot in all my life.” We all smiled, and did not take any notice 
and I went on with my few words. After it was all over, a few 
of us went into the Superintendent’s room, and the Superin- 
tendent came over to me and he said, “I was very interested 
in that patient who interrupted you, Lord Mayor. Do you 
know he has been in this hospital for ten years, and that is the 
first lucid moment he has had.” [Laughter] 


On another occasion, I had to speak from the steps of 
the Royal Exchange by the Bank of England there and the 
Mansion House over there, a very large open space. There were 
loudspeakers on all the buildings all the way round. All the 
traflic was stopped and I think there were ten thousand peo- 
ple there, and when it was all over they made a passage through 
the crowd for the Lord Mayor’s entourage to come from the 
Royal Exchange to the Mansion House. Half way down there, 
there was a little girl crying — a little tiny wee girl. So I 
stopped and I said, “Don’t cry, my dear, what’s the matter?” 
“JY have lost my mummy”. “Don’t worry”, I said, “ we will 
soon find her for you. What’s she like?”, and the little girl 
answered, “American soldiers and gin.” [Laughter] 


May I tell you one other experience I had? At the Odeon 
theatre here in London we have premieres of new films and 
they charge a lot of money for the seats and run them for 
a charity. I went there as Lord Mayor, and there was great 
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excitement as the Lord Mayor arrived, cinematograph pic- 
tures taken of him as he was getting out of the car, another 
as he was going up the stairs, another one with flash lights 
when I was being presented to the Duchess of Norfolk, who 
was the President of the charity that was running it. When 
all that fuss was over I went to the side of the room and sat 
down talking to a friend. I of course had the Lord Mayor’s 
badge on, a thing this size covered in diamonds. There was a 
little old lady sitting next to me and she was looking at this 
badge for a long time. Presently she said, “Tell me, are those 
diamonds?” I said, “Yes”. “Very beautiful”. I said, “Yes, it 
is rather nice, isn’t it”. She said, “Tell me, what is it?” I said, 
“It is the Lord Mayor’s badge”. She said, “How frightfully 


interesting, but doesn’t he mind you wearing it?” 
[Laughter ] 


Captain Dillon, if I may close with a message from the 
Lord Mayor of London, who has asked me if you will convey 
back to the citizens of Boston the warm greeting and best 
wishes from the citizens of London. [Applause] 


The Sixth Regular Toast 


Apsuranr MacLzop: My comrades, the Sixth Regular 
Toast, the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. There she stands, 
a leader of the sisterhood of States. Her sons in every clime 
acclaim the passion for the truth, justice and liberty which 
was the inspiration of the English speaking people who first 
came to these shores. Great is the little State of Massachusetts !

Carrain Ditton: Gentlemen, responding to the Toast 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts is a long-time friend 
of mine, and I feel signally honored that he has made history 
by coming here on this trip to be our guest, and believe me 
it is a pleasure to present to you the Honourable Lieutenant- 
Governor of Massachusetts, Robert Murphy. [Applause] 
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Tur How. Roserr Murrny: Captain Dillon, not soon 
will I forget your kindness and your thoughtfulness as head 
of the very imposing and deeply historical Ancient and Hon- 
orable Artillery Company that you represent, in having me 
here as your guest, the representative of the State of Massa- 
chusetts. 


Mr. Ambassador, Magistrates of the Corporation of the 
City of London and Westminster, and my long-time friend, one 
of the finest public servants, in my judgment, who has served 
any constituency anywhere in the United States, and the May- 
or of the City of Boston, John Hynes. [Applause] 


Members of the Company and our friends of Great 
Britain, happy but somewhat scared am I in accepting the 
Toast for the great Commonwealth of Massachusetts on what 
to me is a most auspicious and surely a most meaningful oc- 
casion such as this is. Our State is, I like to think, a great 
State. It is the eighth largest State in all the Union of States. 
Its population comprises some five million people and surely 
if at any time in my life I have felt honoured, it comes on this 
occasion, when I am a representative of that State, to respond 
(or try to) to the Toast that has been given to. it. I am seized 
with many emotions as I find myself in the heart of the British 
Empire tonight in this its capital city, in this probably the 
largest city in the world — certainly one of them. We are a 
State that is one of the closest to you and I want to say to 
the chief Magistrate of Westminster lest I forget it, that it 
happened to be my very happy privilege to have been present 
at Westminster, Massachusetts, 200th anniversary only a few 
months back. Yes, we are very close to Britain geographically 
and for other reasons. I think the roots of Massachusetts are 
traditionally deep in what perhaps is representative here. For 
it was in Massachusetts that those who came from this country 
and landed in the western hemisphere found themselves in Ply- 
mouth, Massachusetts. 


I say I have many emotions being here, and some of you 
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here who were in Boston, England, yesterday heard me say . 
much. On a personal scale, I found myself in this country i 

in this city some 40 years ago during a great world conflagr a- 
tion, World War I, and it was an enlightening experience a 


thrilling experience for me today to go through your so many 


historic places and spots of interest. y 
juvenation. For always J shall remember having gone through 
Trafalgar Square again today, for 
myself in Trafalgar Square just about 40 years ago. I was a 
member of the United States Navy and it was on Boxing Day, 
December 26th, 1918. The Allies — and for purposes of this 
discussion the free world — had just been the victors in World 
War I, and there came there that day the President of our 
United States, Woodrow Wilson, and here he was tumultuously 
greeted by the populace of London — ecstatic. I shall always 
remember the great enthusiasm with which he Was greeted, be- 
cause he, among others, was a World War I victorious leader. 


, Which served as a re- 


as a mere stripling I found 


Then I think as I sit here — and essentially as I said in 
Boston, England, yesterday — there was born in the mind of 
Woodrow Wilson a great dream perhaps — some character- 
ised it as such — but Woodrow Wilson was dedicated to peace. 
Parenthetically I might say too that on that very same day 
in his entourage there came the Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy of the United States, Franklin Rossevelt, who accompan- 
ied Wilson. Wilson had perhaps a dream, but I wonder if it 
was. His dream, if we can label it as such, was the League of 
Nations, an agency that he hoped was dedicated to the out- 
lawing of war. And yet he failed, and he failed because there 
were people in our own country, my country, for reasons best 
known to themselves — and they are all dead now — that un- 
dertook and successfully did defeat the League of Nations. 
But today I thought to myself that is a long time ago, and 
yet we have the United Nations today, and whatever anyone 
might think of the United Nations, to me it serves a salutary 


purpose, because just so long as we can talk it out, we won’t 
have war. 
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In short, while Wilson’s dream was defeated by his own 
countrymen, the spirit of Wilson lives on. Forty-three speeches 
in 23 days — he finally, in trying to sell the League of Na- 
tions to his own countrymen, collapsed and later died, but 
with his death and with his passing he left to history and to 
humanity and to all mankind the everlasting and immortal 
memory of Woodrow Wilson. For the spirit of Wilson will 
never fade, the spirit of Wilson will never die, the spirit of 
Wilson lives today. We have the United Nations and just so 
long as it remains reasonably effective, then your country and 
mine might be and hopefully will be spared from the ravages 
of war. In relation to the latter always we in Massachusetts 
and (i will take the licence to say) we of the United States, 
will be indebted to Great Britain and the British Empire for 
her might and her fortitude and her courage and her tenacity, 
and her undauntedness; for keeping the ravages of war away 
from the shores of the United States. 


Gentlemen, I salute you: again, it is a tremendous plea- 
sure, a great privilege, perhaps one of the greatest of my life, 
to be able to come here tonight and represent my great State 
on this auspicious occasion, because what you stand for and 
what we stand for are inextricably woven together, hopefully 
for the period of mankind’s life. Thanks. [Applause] 


The Seventh Regular Toast 
Apsutrant MaclLeop: Comrades, I give you the Seventh 
Regular Toast of the evening, our mother city, the Borough 
of Boston, old in history, young in ideas. May the bond of 
friendship between the two cities grow stronger and stronger.

Carratn Ditton: Gentlemen, yesterday we had a parade 
in Boston, England. We came into that town, and believe me 
it was packed with humanity. When you saw the Union Jack 
and the Stars and Stripes entwined and waving proudly and 
defiantly together, it gave you the impression that you were 
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home. Proud am I to present to you the gentleman who will 
respond to the toast to that great little city: The Hon. E. B. 
Willis, Mayor of Boston, England. 


Tue Mayor or Boston, Encianp: Captain Dillon, your 
Excellency, Mr. Mayor, it is a matter of elation for me to 
stand in the position that I am standing this evening to re- 
spond to the toast of Boston England; more so that it was 
done in this present building. You have already heard 
Excellency the Governor of Massachusetts and you have hear 
at this microphone His Worship the Mayor of Lleiguiorsiane 
His Excellency the Governor of Massachusetts has referre 
to that great Statesman, Mr. Woodrow Wilson, visiting oar 
land at the conclusion of the Great War which we all thought 
at the time was the war to end wars. Gentlemen, though weary 
young at that time I lived in this wonderful City of Westmin- 
ster and was one of those who welcomed Mr. Wilson to Eng- 
land. Therefore, it is with some gratification that I may be 
able to respond to the toast of Boston, Lincolnshire tonight 
in the City of Westminster. 


Yesterday I had the extremely great pleasure of welcom- 
ing the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massa- 
chusetts to Boston, England, and I still have not yet recovered 
my thoughts on the wonderful visit which it turned out to be. 
It was a day of great rejoicing for us at Boston and to know 
that our close friends from Massachusetts had found time in 
their busy programme to visit the mother town. The citizens 
of Boston will talk of the event fort a very long, long time 
and I know we shall all have happy memories of the visit. When 
IT went to bed last night my mind went back over the day’s 
programme, and I still even now marvel at the warm and cor- 
dial relationship which we all felt at the happy ties which 
Ink Boston, England, with Boston Massachusetts. 

[Applause] 


We in Boston, — a small country town compared with 
the vast daughter city in America — felt very humble but very 
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proud indeed that the Company could be with us, and I was 
particulary honoured to welcome his Excellency the Lieuten- 
ant Governor of Massachusetts and the Honourable John B. 
Hynes, Mayor of Boston, Massachusetts. Coupled with this 
pleasure was my meeting again with Captain Dillon, your 
Captain. What a grand day it was! We in Boston, England, 
regard you as sons of our town because of our long and ancient 
history of which you have become part. To you our streets 
and byways must have looked small, but Boston’s history goes 
back into the dim ages and we have not yet been able to re- 
model the town, though changes are taking place. And yet you 
know — and I hope the Mayor of Westminster will take no- 
tice of this — at one time Boston paid more customs duties 
than the Port of London. Since then, however, London has 
grown a little larger than Boston, but we still have our flour- 
ishing port and we are a prosperous market town. 


I am honoured, gentlemen, to be given the privilege of 
meeting you again this evening and I know my friends from 
Boston here with me tonight. feel equally honoured. We bring 
with us our warm greetings and thanks; we bring with us our 
sincere and cordial best wishes from the citizens of Boston to 
the Company and to the United States of America for the 
continued happy and stronger ties that exist between us. 


Ion my part shall do all that I can to foster and fan the 
link, to ensure that the wonderful co-operation now in being 
will grow even more, because I feel that anything which can 
bind still closer the great bond between America and Great 
Britain will go a very very long way to maintain the peace of 
the world. [Applause] I feel, your Excellency and gentlemen, 
IT have not fully expressed my thoughts to you; I do not seem 
to be able to find words which can adequately express my deep- 
est regard which I have for you all in my heart. I will, there- 
fore, conclude simply by saying thank you very much for com- 


ing to Boston; you will always, whether as a Company or as 
individuals, be welcome. . 
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I may say, your Excellency and Captain Dillon, that we 
are taking back from this wonderful gathering this evening 
something which will remain in the archives of Boston until 
eternity. That is one of the autographed menus of this eve- 
ning’s banquet, which the Mayor’s Secretary has been at great 
pains to obtain. There are some very notable signatures on it 
the first being that of Colonel James Winstone who comes 
from a place called Boston in Massachusetts. We shall trea- 
sure this, and when I and my colleagues on the Council are 
gone the year of 1959, the visit of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts to Boston, England, will 
be remembered. 


May I conclude by saying this, Captain Dillon and gentle- 
men: the Deputy Mayor of Boston is in the room this evening 
and if time permits will crave your indulgence, if Captain 
Dillon will give him the opportunity, to make a small presen- 
tation to one of your countrymen who visited Boston a week 
or so ago to open our Trades Fair.

Carrais Ditton: Responding for the City of Boston is 
a man known and beloved by all in our Commonwealth, There 
might have been more popular men enter the political arena 
than the next speaker but if there are I have never met them. 
When I asked him to come and honour us by making this trip 
to Boston he said he would be very happy because the Ancients 
had a particular spot in his heart. And happy am I to present 
to you the Mayor of Boston, Massachusetts, the Honourable 
John B. Hynes. [Applause] 


Tur Honovrasie Joun B. Hynes: Captain Dillon, Am- 
bassador Whitney, reverend, distinguished guests, members of 
the Honourable Artillery of London and my comrades of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Boston. Fear 
not these sheets, gentlemen, they are not copies of my poems 
[laughter]. We went up to Boston, the beautiful little city of 
Boston up in Lincolnshire yesterday and we were regally and 
royally treated by the populace of that very fine little town, 
and by the Mayor and by the Deputy Mayor. While I was 


there I read, recited a few stanzas of a timeless poem that I 


wrote a couple of years ago. I would be afraid to read that to- 
night, cither in brief or all of it, because I fear that Chaucer, 
Shelley or Keats or Gray or Shakespeare might rise from their 
eternal couch and demand that I be taken to where I was to- 
day, over there in the London Tower. I do not want to go over 
there. [Laughter]. I am a rebel in that respect, and talking 
about rebellious characters, we have more per square inch in 
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my City of Boston than any place in the world. [Applause]. 
It is a legacy from those days back there — you remember 
that, Chuck. 


Well, I am very happy now to be here. I am here as Cap- 
tain Dillon told you, as a guest of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company. Mayors get many things thrown their way, 
we get a lot gratuitous insults. I presume all Mayors get all 
those, rarely do we get anything in the way of a trip such as 
this, and I appreciate it very much. Captain Dillon and my 
comrades of the Company, I wish I were going to be here a 
little while longer and perhaps we can have another one next 
year. 


Well, what about Boston, Massachusetts, United States 
of America, gentlemen? It is a great little city, it is a junior 
edition, if I may say so, of this great city of London. Here we 
are three thousand miles away from it and we love it, gentle- 
men. We are longing to go back there — not too soon— we 
are longing to go back there! [Laughter]. What are the words 
of that old poem? 


“Distance lends enchantment to the view, 


And robes the mountain in its azure hue.” 


Boston looks wonderful from here, three thousand miles away 
— my Boston not yours — and it is, gentlemen, the body and 
soul of the United States of America and of all that it stands 
for. It is the well-spring, the fountain of all the liberties and 
the freedoms enjoyed by our people. We have lived slightly 
over three centuries; that is a short time as compared with the 
length of time that London has lived. We have not gone through 
the vicissitudes that you have gone through, the travails and 
the triumphs that you have had over all the centuries; and 
yet we are essentially like you because we believe in the very 
same things that you believe in. You men of the Honourable 
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Artillery Company, you have played a magnificent part for 
four centuries in what has happened here in England and in 
London; and the men of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Boston have played a magnificent part in the 
growth and development of our country and the security of 
our country. I hope that this friendship of long standing be- 
tween the Honourable Company and the Ancient Company will 
last and endure for all time. It is friendship such as this be- 
tween bodies such as this that makes for the larger friendships 
that will bring eventually peace and understanding to the 
whole world. 


I had a long speech to deliver tonight but we are running 
out of time and I do not want to be classed as a rebellious 
character either, but I have a few little presentations that I 
would like to make at this time, if I may. I have a Paul Revere 
Bowl for the Lord Mayor of London whom I understand is out 
a-shilling votes on the hustings and cannot be here tonight. 

[Laughter] 


But I want the former Lord Mayor, if he will, to take this and 
give it to the present Lord Mayor of London with the compli- 
ments of the city of Boston in New England. This is the big 
bowl; we only give these to fellow Mayors. [Laughter] 


Now I have three smaller editions of the bowl. Incidentally 
gentlemen, if you do not know the history of this, this bowl 
was designed by Paul Revere back in 1770, and he was quite 
a character as you gentlemen know. We love him back in Bos- 
ton. If he were living now he would be in the counter-part of 
the London Tower, if we had one. 


To General Goodbody a Paul Revere bowl, and to our 
old friends who have visited us in Boston on past occasions, 
tried and true friends of all the members of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company this very small token of our 
admiration and our affection, for you Major Cole and Major 
Hill. [Applause] 
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One last and final word. When is the Honourable Artillery 
Company coming to Boston? [Cheers and Applause] 


Gentlemen, you must come to Boston. You will get the best 
welcome of any visiting group of Britishers since the days of 
Concord, Lexington and Bunker Hill. [ Applause ]

Carrars Ditton: Every June Day on Boston Common in 
Boston, Massachusetts, the new Captain receives this gorget: 
it has been passed on through the years, the symbol of author- 
ity and command for the ensuing year. A few years ago we 
had a celebration on that beautiful little boat, the “Maytlow- 
er”, that came over to America, and as part of the celebration 
the Honourable Artillery Company gave to the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company this beautiful gorget and I 
thought I would wear it tonight in deference to that great or- 
ganization the Honourable Artillery Company from whom we 
have sprung, [Applause | 


I met the gentleman who was to respond to this toast the 
other evening in famed Armoury Hall and I wondered why I 
took to him so quickly. John Hill told me the reason on the 
way to Boston yesterday: this man was born in Limerick. My 
mother and father were born in Limerick. We must be kinsmen! 
Before I present the gentleman I have a little kind act that I 
would like to perform. It is the kind I like to perform. We have 
a cheque here. We did a little investigating and we found out 
that you people have a benevolent fund. So I am happy to 
present to the Honourable Artillery Company from our gang 
at home, the Ancient and Honorable Company, a cheque for 
£1000 ($2,800). [Applause] 
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Now gentlemen, I am proud and pleased indeed to present 
to you the Colonel Commandant of that great old Company, 
Lieutenant General Sir Roger Goodbody, K.C.B., C.B., D.S.0. 


Tievrexanr Grxerat Sir Rocer Goopnopy, K.C.B., 
C.B., D.S.0.: Captain Dillon, your Excellency, your Excellen- 
ey the Governor, and gentlemen. This bond between our two 
Companies has gone on for 820 years and I have returned to 
the fold of the H.A.C. for precisely three days and therefore 
it is rather an auspicious occasion for me. 


First of all £ want to thank Captain Dillon and all the 
members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company for 
the most generous gift they have given to our benevolent So- 
eieties. | Hear, hear}. I cannot say more than to say that we 
all appreciate it enormously. We have many things on which 
we would like to spend funds for benevolence, and we are very, 
very grateful for their generosity. [Hear, hear]. 


I also want to take this opportunity to welcome the An- 
cient and Tfonorable Artillery Company — because I feel I 
did not do it at all properly the other night — to London and 
particularly to visit us. We loved seeing them, we look on all 
of them as brothers and the more meetings we can have togeth- 
er the better for everyone. [Applause] 


I also want to personally thank his Honour the Mayor 
of Boston for the very lovely bowl he presented to me. It was 
very unexpected and it is extremely kind of you, and I appreci- 
ate it enormously. Thank you very much . 


I went as adjutant of the Honourable Artillery Company 
to Boston in 1938 to celebrate your 300th year of history. The 
memories of that trip are still absolutely clear with me. 
[Laughter]. Our Commander on that trip is sitting in front 
of me. We had a very remarkable — I cannot remember now 
whether it was three weeks or a month, but it was a much long- 
er trip than you are spending with us. And I learned one thing 
particularly, that you can go for a very long period with re- 
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markably little sleep! [Laughter]. I think we averaged about 
three hours sleep per day for a month. [Laughter]. The hos- 
pitality was absolutely overwhelming, as indeed it is tonight 
and thank you, Captain Dillon, for asking so many of us here 
and giving us such a splendid feast tonight. [Applause] 


I think I had my first drink on that occasion at something 
like 6:30 a. m. in the morning and we were all extremely im- 
pressed at the move-on you got and the speed with which ev- 
erything happened, including the trip we had through Massa- 
chusetts escorted by the State Police at I think never below 
80 miles an hour, quite a long time ago. But I sce that has 
not changed, because I think it is two remarkable achievements 
on the part of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
to fly the Atlantic on Saturday and to appear in full uniform, 
and in very good form it seemed to me, at Armoury House at 
6 o’clock in the evening. It was a jolly good show and I con- 
gratulate you, and I think it was, if I may so, an even better 
show to catch the train the next day at 7:35 in the morning 
and to go to Boston, Lincolnshire, who, we have heard from his 
Honour the Mayor, were absolutely thrilled and delighted with 
your visit and indeed I have heard from a lot of my friends in 
the Ancients that the visit and the day were a great success, 
which I am delighted to hear.

Caprain Ditton: Before I respond to that toast, gentle- 
men, I think at this time I should publicly thank and commend 
a gentleman who has worked so hard and diligently to make 
this tour a success: Lieutenant Anthony Viola. [Applause] 


Distinguished guests, members of the Honourable Artil- 
lery Company and my comrades, it is a great source of plea- 
sure and satisfaction after years of anticipation to bring our 
company back to your beautiful and historic shores. Beautiful 
and historic, yes, and of more important significance, it was 
from your shores that our Pilgrim Fathers set sail in the early 
17th Century to colonise and develop our great nation. And 
you know, these men and women, pioneers in their own right, 
were always cognisant of the fact that they were products of 
England and Mother England will always be their mother 
country. If you were to come to our country and read a list 
of the names of the cities and the countries that they formed 
and named, you would think that you were reading a geograph- 
ical list of the names of the cities of Great Britain; for we 
have Boston, we have Dorchester, we have Winchester, we have 
Middlesex, we have Suffolk, we have Hyde Park and many 
others. é 
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In the early days of our Colony our colonists were forced 
to fight for their very existence. They fought back as best 
they could, but they fought as mobs and unfortunately in com- 
bat they had no more success than mobs generally have. But 
we were fortunate in that era to have men of the calibre of 
Robert Keayne. Keayne was born in Windsor, England, came 
to Boston in 1635; shrewd, industrious, he quickly became one 
of the leaders of this new Colony. He had been a member of the 
Honourable Artillery Company and he quickly realised that 
the success of the Colony demanded a military company. So 
with his hard work and superior military knowledge he organ- 
ized in 1688 our Company. And so we took these men, the 
leaders of these fighting mobs (sometimes called trained 
bands), we brought them into our Company and we taught 
them the rudiments of the then known military science and our 
Company became a nursery for soldiers, a school for officers, 
and good old Boston Common resounded to the tramp of march- 
ing feet and shouted military commands, as these men were in- 
structed in evolution and firing. 


But of course we did not always agree; we were only a 
child and we disagreed with you people. You people had the 
mistaken idea that the correct way to brew tea was to use nice 
clean hot water. We were insistent that it should be made with 
cold sea water! [Laughter]. I am reminded of a very bright 
intelligent young British Consul, who addressed our June Day 
Meeting in Boston, and referring to the Boston Tea Party he 
said, “You know, the English then, as now, made their tea 
with hot water, and the Bostonians made it with cold sea wa- 
ter”, and looking us straight in the eye, with a nice little smile 
en his lips, he said, “and gentlemen from Boston, you do not 
make it a hell of a lot better today either!” [Laughter] This 
story shows he had a nice sense of humour. 


A parent’s greatest joy is the success of its child. Mother 
England may with honest pride point westward across the At- 
lantic to the shores of the United States and exclaim “Behold 
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my offspring!” Gentlemen, believe me when I tell you we will 
always be happy and proud to be referred to as the offspring 
of Mother England. [Applause] 


Now to get back to the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company: this is the Company that George Washington knew, 
that Jackson saw march through the streets of Boston and 
that the Presidents John Adams and John Quincy Adams 
visited. Yes, this is our Company, gentlemen; the Company that 
has always stood for and will always stand for the best in 
citizenship; yes, this is the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 


Company of Massachusetts. 


And now I would like to close with a prayer and a sincere 
prayer: that just so long as this old world exists may the great 
Governments of the United States of America and Great 
Britain stand shoulder to shoulder always and militantly, if 
necessary, in the defence of freedom and justice, come Hell or 
high water! Thank you. [Applause]

Captain Justin A. Duncan was born in Somerville, Mass., 
the son of William Duncan who was born in Portsmouth, 
England, and Mary Ann Whyte of Dundee, Scotland. His par- 
ents came to this country in 1867 and lived in Boston for a 
short time, then moved to Somerville, where Justin was born. 

He was educated in the public schools of Somerville, af- 
ter which he entered the firm of William Duncan Company, 
Foundry, founded by his father and was President and treas- 
urer from 1916 to 1955 when he retired. 

After his retirement his business was largely in connec- 
tion with banking in East Boston, particularly the Enter- 
prise Co-operative Bank of which he was Treasurer and Vice- 
President and Director, and the East Boston Savings Bank 
of which he was Treasurer and Vice-President. He was often 
referred to as “The Little Gentleman”, and well deserved the 
compliment. He was one who listened well and learned much 
from what he heard, disproving what is often said about bank- 
ers, that they are a cold-blooded lot. 

Not given to verbosity, yet able to express himself with 
clarity, he clothed his thoughts with a nice choice of words 
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which lent emphasis to what he said. As a result he was much 
in demand as a speaker, exemplifying the ritualistic forms of 
the many organizations to which he belonged. 

It was inevitable that his many associates came to rea- 
lize that here was a man who was a born leader, and many 
honors were thrust upon him, none of which he sought to 
evade. He was firm in the belief that “Our way of life is the 
best way of life”, and his many public utterances as well as 
his own example showed his intention to help keep it so. His 
ife was an example of the adage “He who would have friends 
must show himself friendly”. The long list of organizations 
o which he belonged and of which he held high and honor- 
able positions proved what he always said, “if you want a 
hing done, give it to a busy man.” 

In the many activities in which he engaged he was often 
called upon to pass upon the merits of debatable proposi- 
tions and his usual answer was to ask two questions: “Is it 
right? — is it just?” His record in the Masonic Fraternity 
covered a span of nearly fifty years from 1911 when he be- 
came a member of Hammatt Lodge, A.F.M. of East Boston 
to the day of his death. He was a Thirty-Second Degree Ma- 
son. 

He was a member of the Massachusetts Charitable Mechan- 
ics Association, 1947, 748, °49, New England Foundry — 
Men’s Association, Past President Associated Brass Found- 
ers of New England, Director National Non-Ferrous Foun- 
dry — Mens Society, Planning Board of Winthrop, Past 
President Republican League of Winthrop. 

From cur own Company he received all the honors it had 
to give. He came up through the Line; Sergeant, Second 
Lieutenant, First Lieutenant, and in 1935-36 became Captain 
Commanding. He was elected to the Finance Committee in 1943 
and served in that responsible Committee for 15 consecutive 
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years. He was elected to the Association of Past Commanders 
in 1936 and enjoyed that honor until his death. 

As Captain he took the Company to Philadelphia and 
Valley Forge on his Fall Field Day Tour of Duty. There, in 
that historie spot the Company marched on the same hallow- 
ed Parade Ground where General Von Steuben drilled the 
troops for Washington’s Army during that terrible winter of 
1777 and 1778. 

He was particularly proud of the fact that it was dur- 
ing his Administration the Company had restored to it the 
Exemption to Jury Duty, which a previous legislature had 
taken away and which had been a right of the Company ever 
sinee its Charter was granted. 

And now we say a last farewell to our Comrade and Friend, 
secure in the belief that a Higher Authority has touched his 
shoulder with the final Accolade: 


WELL DONE! THOU GOOD AND FAITHFUL 
SERVANT, WELL DONE 


“Here was a friend whose heart was good; He walked with men 
and understood.

In accordance with Section 6, Article IX, Rules and Reg 
ulations, Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massa- 
chusetts, the following report is submitted: 


The project of having labeled all the exhibits in the mu- 
seum has been completed. These labels have all been encased 
in plastic perpetuating their legibility forever. 


There is now being suitably engraved, preparatory to go- 
ing into bank storage vaults, a stainless steel container hold- 
ing the negatives of the pictures of Past Commanders of our 
Company from 1880 through 1958. We are indebted to Sgt. 
Russell Blank of the Eugene Engineering Company for pro- 
viding this custom-made container without cost to the Com- 
pany. 

This committee is preparing for a proper celebration of 
the Centennial of the Civil War. We have purchased a twenty 
Jeaf metal frame document and picture holder. This device 
will give us badly needed wall space which we will use to ex- 
hibit pertinent lithographs and valuable paintings which have 
been stored in the attic of Faneuil Hall for generations.

$29.40; for museum listing — $6.00; for display stand and 
moving to museum — $112.25; Total spent — $402.25. This 
leaves an unobligated balance of $203.31. 


The Century Box was examined in the vaults of the Stat- 
ler Hilton branch of the State Street Bank and Trust Com- 
pany by Colonel Leo C. Graham and Lt. Colonel Arthur J. 


Swett and was found to be in good condition with the seals in- 
tact. 


Five years ago, this committee took upon itself the re- 
sponsibility of making a completely new inventory of the mu- 
seum and library. A year later, the Finance Committe of our 
Company asked this committee to have appraised all the prop- 
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erty belonging to the Company so as to be able to set up ade- 
quate and correct insurance protection. These two projects 
have just been completed, without cost to the Company for 
appraisal services, by a sub-committee consisting of Sgt. Fred- 
eric B. Hubley and Lt. Coloney Arthur J. Swett. This report 
is in the form of a 53 page (legal size) document, describing, 
in detail, each of the items of the exhibits in the museum and 
in the library, together with all other property belonging to 
the Company. Each Item is evaluated separately. The summary 
of values is as follows:

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VISIT TO THE U.S.S. BOSTON 


On Monday, June 8th, 1959, your First Lieutenant John 
V. Moran, your Second Lieutenant Frederick A. York, Jr. and 
your Executive Secretary, Brig. Gen. Fred E. Pereira accepted 
an invitation to inspect the U.S.S. Boston CAG-1 which was 
tied up at her home port, the Boston Navy Yard at Pier No. 7. 


On boarding the ship we were received by Capt. Luther C. 
Heinz the Commanding Officer, and by Commander Richard 
C. Marquardt, the Executive Officer. After the usual intro- 
ductions the group retired to the Captain’s dining room where 
a palatable luncheon was served. 


The U.S.S. Boston is the world’s first guided missile cruis- 
er whose mission is to defend against airborne attacks on our 
striking forces. The ship was first commissioned as a heavy 
cruiser on July 3rd, 1943 and immediately sailed for the Pa- 
cific where she participated in all types of fleet action and has 
to her eredit ten battle stars. The Boston was decommissioned 
after the war and assigned to the Pacific Reserve Fleet. In 
February, 1952, she was towed via the Panama Canal to Cam- 
den, N.J. for conversion to a guided missile cruiser. She was 
recommissioned as the CAG-1 on November Ist., 1955. The 
ship is 673 feet with a beam of 71 feet; has a speed of 32.5 
knots, has a complement of 92 officers and 1282 enlisted men 
along with 2 Marine officers and 34 Marines. She carries 2 
Terrier missile batteries, 2 8-inch 55 caliber gun turrets, 5 
5-inch 88 caliber twin mounts and 4 38-inch 50 caliber twin 
mounts. 


After Juncheon we were escorted aft on the ship where 
we were met by the Missile Officer Lieutenant Monroe who was 
minute in his explanation of the missiles. The Terrier missile 
weighs 2760 lbs., 8 of which can be fired per minute, is guid- 
ed by radar and has a range of 20 miles, with an altitude 
sufficient to engage Jet Bombers. The missile crew were at their 
stations and on orders from Lt. Monroe went through every op- 
eration up to the point of firing. 
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To say the least, our visit was very enjoyable, informa- 
tive, and reassured us that our armed forces are keeping abreast 
with the other nations of the world. 


BELMONT CENTENNIAL 


An invitation, by Selectman Josiah H. Benton, Chairman 
of the Executive Committee of the Town of Belmont’s Centen- 
nial Celebration to participate in a parade on 17 June 1959 
was accepted by Captain Thomas P. Dillon in behalf of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 

The detail was accorded the honor position in the line 
of march, parading directly to the rear of the Marshal, Chief 
of Police, William G. Heyd.

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INDEPENDENCE DAY — 1960 


On this the National Birthday of the United States of 
America, the 183rd anniversary of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts was pround to participate in the Annual Mu- 
nicipal Observance of the City of Boston.

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A SERMON 


Preached at the Old South Church 
On the Three Hundred and Twenty-Second Anniversary 
of The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
of Massachusetts 
6 June, 1960 
by the Reverend Howard P. Kellett 
Vicar of the Old North Church 


Boston, Massachusetts 


On such an occasion as this, it is most natural to reflect on 
the word “heritage”. We cannot help but feel the march of time, 
to sense the deep roots of culture that is ours today, and, yes to 
give thanks for an inheritance that reaches back into the colonial 
period of our country’s history. It is a goodly heritage and it brings 
to each one of us, from the most recent immigrant to this country, 
the first generation born in this country, as I happen to be, or to 
one whose ancestors reach back to those early and fascinating days 
of Colonial America, I congratulate your military organization in 
that it is of both the past and the present, a mixture of people of 
differing backgrounds, an organization that is peculiarly Ameri- 
can. And that is especially good for the times in which we are 
living. It is good to glory in our past, but not to be divided by our 
past, simply on the line of accident of our birth. 


Let me give you an example of what I have in mind this af- 
ternoon. April the 18th is a day of great importance at the histori. 
cal church of which I am now Vicar. In the lore of our country’s 
history, the hanging of the two lanterns from the steeple of the 
Old North Church excites the imagination of all of us. Alone in that 
old church at evening time the impact of this event never fails to 
move me. For then I feel with the sexton of the church the task 
given him as a member of the Sons of Liberty to carrry out. I 
sense his listening to the ancient clock, made possible by a dona- 
tion of Peter Faneuil, tick away. And then comes the word; he 
carries out his appointed task, and then escapes from the church 
to his home nearby in the North End of Boston, where we are 
told British officers were being billeted. 
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What intrigues me in this story is that with this young sexton 
was Paul Revere, an accomplished artisan, John Pulling, Jr., a 
vestryman of the church and successful business man, and others, 
but all identified as individuals. as Sons of Liberty, and, in this 
purpose, one, and each dependent on one another in the carrying 
out of this task. How typically American, and how often repeated 
in the different struggles that have marked our country’s history. 
It is not who you are, but what you are. It is simply, can you be 
trusted to carry out your task. 


I hope your organization will interest itself in Robert Newman. 
He has too long been forgotten and he deserves more attention. 
He was the son of Thomas Newman, a member of your group 
back in 1751. His father died when he was but a young child, but 
I am sure that his father’s contact with the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery was always a source of great pride to him as he 
watched, as I am sure he must have, your annual colorful parade. 
I am sure that he must have been with the crowd that assembled 
with you on Copp’s Hill in 1775, when you had been denied the use 
of Boston Common for your annual gathering. I only hope that 
he greeted you as you marched through the narrow streets of the 
North End by ringing the ancient bells of the church, the first 
peal of bells on the North American continent. 


That incident of your marching to Copp’s Hill in the North 
End deserves retelling for the Captain of your outfit was a Cap- 
tain William Bell, father of Shubael Bell, a great benefactor of 
the Old North, and a member of your group. Captain Bell, because 
this march to Copp’s Hill, found himself called to explain to a 
Colonel Thomas Dawes. According to your history, the interroga- 
tion went this way. 


“Why did you march your company to Copp’s Hill?” 


The answer was, “I was prohibited from entering the Com- 
mon. Conceiving the hill to be the property of the company, I 
marched them there as a place no one had a right to exclude them 
from.” 


There was a question by the Moderator, “Supposing a party of 
British troops should have been in possession of it, and should 
have forbidden you entrance, what would you have done?” 


Answer, “I would have charged Bayonets, and forced my way, 
as surely as I would force my way into my dwelling house, if taken 
possession of by a gang of thieves.” 
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Then follows in the historical record of your company, “The 
late Colonel William Tudor, who was then present, said, “Mr. 
Moderator, the hill clearly belonged to the company and I wish they 
would execute a quit claim of it to me for a fair price.” The mort- 
gage was discharged afterwards, and the street was repaired by 
the town. 


Now this is very interesting to me for we have records con- 
cerning the repair of Salem Street nearby at the same time. But 
the thing that intrigues me is that William Tudor, who resolved 
this problem for you about the same time resolved a very knotty 
problem for the Old North Church, and actually for a time kept 
the church solvent. 


Now, I must confess that I feel you made a great error in 
coming to the Back Bay this year for your drumhead election. 
This area, as you know, was covered with water in those days. 
Since by bulldozers and the ugly spectre of a garage beneath your 
old parade ground, you were denied the privilege, the long-honor- 
ed privilege of assembling there, I am convinced that like in 1775 
you should have marched to Copp’s Hill, where at least we in the 
North End would not deny your right to assemble. As a matter 
of fact, we would welcome you with all the Latin warmth that 
envelopes that whole area. 


Now, I have a personal interest in having you come to the 
North End, for it would have at least benefited those of us who 
live down there in the North End and I am sure we would have 
gained clean streets for one day at least. 


For me, personally it has been very pleasant to wander in the 
past; history takes us on such interesting excursions. But I do 
want you to know there is a real seriousness in what I am try- 
ing to do. Before I unfold all this, let me again go back into your 
own history. This time to a report accepted by your Company on 
September 6, 1820. 


“The reverence which is felt for one of the first esta- 
blishments of our ancestors, the particular advantage 
which the country has derived from it, and its general influ- 
ence, the committee think will ever cause its character 
to be respected; while the pride of character, which dis- 
tinguishes its members, they hope will prevent it from de- 
generating into an institution of useless ceremony, for the 
amusement of holiday admirers. Though this should not 
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be the effect of design; it might arise from the inertness 
in its members, which would content itself with upholding 
the company to its former respectable footing, notwith- 
standing the public exhibitions of other companies should 
demonstrate, that its relative importance was lost.” 

That is the end of that important quotation. 


Now, as I interpret these words of a committee of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company back in 1820, they are words 
that might well be reflected upon by all agencies and institutions 
of this old city that are deeply rooted in the past. The emphasis 
of these words is that there is a present; that a heritage is worth 
little, and to my way of thinking is worth nothing, unless it is 
relevant to the present. A dynamic past is of no consequence if 
the spirit of that past is dead in the present. 


I am deadly serious on this matter, for on this point I see a 
tremendous opportunity for all of us whose organizations or in- 
stitutions are deeply rooted in the past. A city in decay can use 


the strength and vitality that still can be drawn from this dy- 
namic, exciting past. 


Again Ict me be personal. Those who built the Old North were 
determined that first things should come first. In a community 
where the extremes of Puritanism had bequeathed a paucity of 
things that were lovely and beautiful, they brought from their 
old homeland England to their new homeland, New England, a 
design after that of Sir Christopher Wren, and labored for some 


twenty years to complete the building of the church as you see 
it today. 


They were determined that this house of worship should be 
more than a perfect jewel of architecture; that there would be 
more to it than alone satisfying the esthetic need of man. On a 
cold last Sunday of December in the year 1723, the then first min- 
ister, Timothy Cutler, used as the text of his sermon the words 
of the Prophet Isaiah, “For mine house shall be called a House 
ef Prayer for all people.” And what is more he meant it. Before 
he would allow them to set up a formal parish organization, he 
led them to establish a charity that would concern itself with 
the needs of the less fortunate in the community. 


We hear the words “passive resistance” these days, and some 
people are horrified by these words, but the truth is that in those 
early days it was practiced at the Old North under the leadership 
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of Cutler on the matter of double taxation as pertaining to what 
we would now call religious freedom. Our early records are filled 
with notes about extra collections, taken to make sure that those 
who had gone to jail on this important matter were adequately 
defended and their families not forgotten. It was a living, vital 
church, it was not a group of people contained within four walls, 
glorying simply in the loveliness of their church building. Beyond 
the church through the clear glass windows they saw a community 
and they related themselves to that community. 


And this spirit must be recaptured for the present. How dread- 
ful, and how wrong it would be to allow it to become some sort 
of pleasant little island in an area of need and ugliness, or even 
simply an historical monument to be preserved. All this may satis- 
fy the antiquarian instincts of one, but it is a dead concept, and 
it belies all the creative spirit that is possible, and in its great days 
a living dynamic force for the good of the community, and actu- 
ally the only reason for it coming into existence. 


What I have said about the Old North can, I am sure, be said 
about your venerable institution. The emphasis will be different, 
but think of the ideals that went into your establishment, the 
struggles that man faced up to, and during these many years per- 
severed and endured, the birthright of freedom and liberty is so 
symbolically your identifying glory. All this is not a dead con- 
cept; it is the continuing struggle of man, and today as I see it, it 
is being threatened. I know I am an idealist, I want to be one. 
I know also that those who founded these institutions that we are 
the inheritors of, were idealists, troublesome ones at times to 
Some people. But today we give thanks for them. It is up to us 
to recapture some of that idealism. The community, the nation, 
and the world needs it, for if it be lost, much that is the spirit of 
our living today will also be lost, and our generation will in the 
course of history be described as the days of decay and break- 
down. The pessimists in these toubled times are having a hey day, 
and of course their prophesy is doom. But anyone can be a pes- 
simist, and sit on the sidelines and not be involved in the contin- 
uing struggle of life. 


I happen to be an incorrigible optimist. To me these are excit- 
ing days, days in which a new city can be built with its roots and 
foundation in the old days in which a nation can be preserved, 
and built to an even greater nation on the ideals that men strug- 
gled for right in the building where you have your armory; days 
in which a world can be drawn closer together, and the struggle 
for peace attained, as all men throughout the world have a better 
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understanding and knowledge of these ideals that have made this 
nation and have been such a blessed haven of refuge, and a land 
of opportunity for all men. 


It is on this note that I close with a text used by Cotton Mather 
when he preached at a similar occasion back in the year 1691. 
Words taken from the book of the Prophet Isaiah: 


“He shall judge between nations and shall decide for 
many people and they shall beat their swords into plow- 
shares and their spears into pruning hooks. Nations shall 


not lift up sword against nation neither shall they learn 
war any more.” 


This is the endless struggle that must be ours, and it is this 
that must activate us into action today.
